I know that neither man nor 
machine is infallible. 
Yet, I’ve just gotten into such 
a tangle with my meager banking 
operations that I’m out shopping 
for a different bank. 
Don’t minunderstand. 
I’m not 
pointing a finger while shouting 
my bank is wrong. Truth of the 
m atter is, we both are wrong. I 
Pehaps you can profit from my 
experience. 
It started when my husband went 
into his annual panic. "You don’t," 
he accused, "have cash on hand 
for taxes, do you?" 
I mustered what calm I could, 
truthfully replied: ‘I don’t know.” 
"In other words," he persisted, 
"you don’t know how much money 
you’ve got in your bank account?” 
I agreed. Then came the bomb- 
shll. Downe upon my desk was 
slammed a white slip. Printed in 
bold letters I read: OVERDRAWN 
. . . the amount neatly written in 
ink. As he stormed forth, I heard 
some muttering about irresponsible 
people. 


AS BANKS GO, mine, at least, 
is polite. Because I don’t make a 
habit of overdrawing, it doesn’t 
allow my checks to bounce! 
At this point I appeared guilty 
100 per cent. As I mulled over 
matters, something seemed wrong. 
Off I went in search of bank 
atatemnts of past months. Perhaps 
my 
banking operation is more 
complex than yours. In addition to 
a savings account, I have two 
checking accounts. 
This began when we were m ar­ 
ried and in the chivalrous decorum 
of preinflation days I was told: 
"We spend my money; yours 
goes into the bank." 
(Note to working wives: Expect 
to play it this way but expect to 
write a couple of checks on “ your” 
money, too )

I want to be able to reveal my 
ignorance where I am certain of

Houses Divided Against Themselves 


It is supposed to show a lack of sportsman­ 


ship to call attention to the North-South split 
in the Democraic party. This is one of those 
things that are supposed to be known about 


but not talked about, like a wayward uncle 


who has done time. 
But if Democrats, themselves, call attention 
to the split, it is all right for them to do 
this because they are merely having a show­ 
down on an intra-party problem. They always 
have such discussions x at their nominating 
conventions anyway; there will be n< secret 
about the North-South split this year. 
The first rumble of the discussion already 
has been heard in Washington, where North­ 
ern Republicans have pointed out the already 
obvious fact that Congress is tied in knots 
over the North-South Democratic split and 
cannot get its work done efficiently. 
This observation was called for after it 
became known that Democrats were trying 
to break a North-South deadlock over civil 
rights in this session of Congress by circulat­ 
ing a petition to get a moderate bill out of 
the House Rules Committee, where it is tied 
up tight by a segregationist chairman from 
Virginia. 


“Each day we see the Democratic party 
expending its energies on party civil war,’* 
said Rep. John W. 
Byrnes of Wisconsin, 
chairman of the House Republican policy 
committee. “ In the end, the Democrats can 
obtain intra-party peace only by compromis­ 
ing and camouflaging vital issues before they 
reach the public. Theirs is a strategy of 
negativism.’’ 
The issue is ot trivial, nor is it confined 
to civil rights. It permeates every part of 
the legislative branch. The party that con­ 
trols Congress with top-heavy majorities in 
both the Senate and House is reduced to log­ 
rolling and wheedling to accomplish the most 
desirable ends. Moreover, the party split has 
direct bearing on the operation of the two- 
party system in politics. One-party Southern 
states are the key to Democratic electoral 
college strength and must be kept from bolt­ 
ing by concessions odious to Northern mem­ 
bers of both parties. 
It is unsporting to point out such things, 
unless Democrats point them out first. The 
petition to get the civil rights issue out of 
the hands of a committee dominated by a 
segregationist from Virginia brings the prob­ 
lem into the open. 


India Won't Be Lost by Default 


The 10th anniversary of India’s independ­ 
ence today is being marked this 
year 
in the United States by widespread aware­ 
ness for the first time of the gamble our 
government is taking on the world’s largest 
uncommitted nation in the contest between 
the West and the East. 
It is not enough for Americans to want to 
help India because they feel sorry for the 
Indians. That is nothing more than philan­ 
thropy. There is vastly more at stake in 
India than the love of mankind. 
The United States is stepping up its help 
for India because there is no other way to 
ahow U. S. policy in Asia, where the Soviet 
Union has made a protege of China. Russian 
aid to India, in the form of loans and goods, 
has been relatively small compared to aid 
from the United States. But with the Russian 
flair for making the most of the least, its 
aid to India has been dramaized to the limit. 
Indians are never allowed to forget that 
the Soviet Union wants to be their friend, 
though the rape of Tabet by Chinese Com­ 
munists and border incidents have made 
their government uncomfortably aware of a 
connection between the protege and 
the 
master. 


The hope of the United States for India is, 
first, to show it how to ease the tension of 
its precarious food supply by becoming 


more productive. The vast food surpluses of 


the United States would be lost in India, but 
help of this nature will be expanded. 
India’s re^-l need, however, is industry, to 
lift its people out of poverty. With industrial­ 
ism 
would come, in due course education 
and a more moderate birth rate. That would 
ease the food problem. Industrialism, itself, 
would ease the problem, as it has in the 
United States, where mechanized farming has 
multiplied the efforts of fewer food producers 
so more food can be produced. Per capita 
income in India is only $57 a year, and an 
average family spends two-thirds of its in­ 
come for food. 
The Soviet Union’s protege, China, has the 
same problems as India. The race is to see 
which of these vast countries will be more 
responsive to industrialism. If India comes 
out ahead, the United States will have two 
' ‘friends’’ in Asia. The other will be Japan, 
now having an industrial boom and which 
was brought out of the Middle Ages by U.S. 
industrialism 100 years ago. 


Private Schools Won't Disappear 


The president of Colorado College, Louis 
T: Benezet, scared the mortar boards off 
gaests at the annual meeting of the Associa­ 
tion of American Colleges a few days ago 
wfth one of those typical American speeches 
about “disappearance.” 
He said all but a few private colleges and 
universities would disappear if they didn’t 
quit pricing themselves out of competition 
with state universities. Only in America, the 
land of the bulldozer, the iron ball and the 
dynamite blast, is it tempting to predict that 
anything 
as well established as 
private 
schools will disappear. 
President Benezet’s reasoning runs l i k e 
this: “The esarch for the student who can 
pay all his bills approaches the level of 
prayer. The traditional role of college as the

But moving in the direction of his reason­ 
ing, he has reached, unerringly, a wrong 
conclusion, in our opinion. There will be no 
disappearance of private education. It 
will 
become, instead, one of the prized preroga­ 
tives of two classes of privilege. 
First will be the privileged students of un­ 
usual mental attainments but limited 
re­ 
sources who can qualify for the richest aca­ 
demic scholarships. Most of these will choose 
to go to private schools. These schools, them­ 
selves, are deep in the scholarship business. 
It is the way they select the top-flight stu­ 
dents they need to give them their academic 
prestige—their most precious asset. 
Second will be high-ability students who 
can meet all the entrance requirements of 
the high-prestige schools and whose families 
can pay their own way. This self-sufficiency 
will become increasingly one of the nation's 
status symbols; it already is. 
Unfortunately, private schools will be un­ 
able to grow in proportion to the population. 
Crash building programs will be in the 
province of tax-supported schools. The pri­ 
vate institutions will be up against it to grow 
moderately while raising enough voluntary 
money to pay their faculties. But they will 
not disappear. 
Their stability will be underwritten by pop­ 
ular demand for a service that never can 
be offered by tax-supported colleges and uni­ 
versities, which always will be restricted by 
the nature of their support.

Add this 
to what's coming in from all over 
the world in steel, autos, radio and 
television receivers, cameras and 
soon Russian furs and fish and 
you know why the cabinet is wor­ 
ried. 
Here, in this center of fine gar­ 
ment production, you get the full 
story for example, of a specter 
which is h a u n t i n g all men’s 
clothiers — from New York on to 
the West Coast. 
It starts in a shaky Jap “cot­ 


tage.” There Japanese women — 
and there is nothing geisha about 
them — sew garments for two to 
three dollars a week. 
Even for the dried fish and sea­ 
weed - eating proletariet of Nippon, 
this is less than half the industrial 
wage scale there. 


WHEN THE GARMENT is fin­ 
ished, it is better than $ 250 man’s 
suit here, according to Herbert 
Ferster, counsel to the Clothing 
Manufacturers Assn. of New York. 
He has just returned from the 
Orient. The Japanese pants-and- 
jacket set sells in the U.S. for 
$45. It is completely hand tailored 
and has a hand-made cigarette 
pocket in addition to all the fea­ 
tures of the suit you’re wearing. 
At the moment the garment is 
little more than a lusty gleam in 
the eye of the Japanese manufac­ 
turers. 
They 
have 
sold 
only 
30,000 in the U.S. But they’re turn­ 
ing out 3,000 a month. Soon this 
will be 5,000 for the American 
market. 
They’ve just really been sam­ 
pling us. But they’re sitting on 
orders of 300,000 and are ready to 
build big garment plants to re­ 
place the cottage shops which have 
been turning out 70 per cent of 
the “samples.”

one subject on which the Ameri­ 
can public knows practically no­ 
thing is defense needs. It has be­ 
come a specialty for experts. And 
the experts disagree among them­ 
selves. 
For example, President Eisen­ 
hower and Gen. Maxwell D. Tay­ 
lor, former Army chief of staff, 
don’t see eye-to-eye at all al­ 
though both spent most of their 
lives in military service. 
When Eisenhower asked Con­ 
gress in his budget message Mon­ 
day for 41 billion dollars for de­ 
fense next year, the reaction was 
as predictable as saying Monday 
follows Sunday. 
The Democrats raised questions 
about Eisenhower’s defense wis­ 
dom and foresight. The Republi­ 
cans defended him. 
It has always been a good argu­ 
ing point and this year will have 
a little extra attractiveness since 
it’s a presidential election year. 
Eisenhower has set himself up 
as practically the most expert of 
experts on defense needs. He told 
his news conference last week that 
on this subject he knows more 
than almost anybody. 
Is that so? Gen. Taylor, now a 
civilian, wrote a book, “The Un­ 
certain Trumpet,” to show his dis­ 
agreement with the defense needs 
thinking of the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration. 
It was published this 
month. 
Taylor complained the budget, 
or economy-mindedness, and the 
idea of massive retaliation have 
so dominated the administration’s 
planning that the Army has been 
relegated to a minor role with 
diminished 
manpower. 
He 
said 
this leaves too little room for dis­ 
couraging 
and 
deterring 
small 
flareups. 
This is only part of his book’s 
criticism. 
The

figures to get his skull fractured 
if in time of a showdown Ameri­

They are doing so notwithstand­ 
ing repeated statements from the 
military chiefs that the United 
Spates has an over-all striking pow­ 
er superior to that of the Soviets. 
Perhaps the most severe criti­ 
cism of the tendency to downgrade 
America’s military position for the 
sake of politics has come from the 
highest military officer in our gov­ 
ernment — Gen. Nathan F. Twin­ 
ing, chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. 
He isn’t, of course, running for 
any political office. He merely rep­ 
resents the composite judgment of 
the Army, the Navy and the Air 
Force. 


HE HAS JUST SAID in testimony 
before a House Defense Appropria­ 
tions subcommittee which was re­ 
leased a few days ago: 
“ Gen. Twining: Today we hear 
and read a tremendous volume of 
material comparing the strength of 
the United States and the free world 
w:th that of the Soviet Union and 
the Communist bloc. All 00 often 
the writers and commentators are 
inclined to degrade the capabilities 
of the American people and the peo­ 
ples of the free world. At the same 
time, the efforts of the Soviet 
Union and the Communist bloc are 
reported in glowing terms. 
“The plain 
and unadulterated 
truth of the m atter is that the 
moral, military, physical and eco­ 
nomic strengths of our people and 
of our allies have been adequate to 
resist and deter Communist aggres­ 
sion. I am confident that this will 
continue to be the case.. . 
“ Rep. Mahin (D-Texas), (chair­ 
man of the subcommittee): Now it 
is obvious to me that in this pre­ 
sentation (by Secretary Gates and 
Gen. Twinisg), you have had in 
mind some of the critical things 
which have been said with respect 


to the capability of the United 
States and the Department of De­ 
fense. 
“You have had in mind, I think, 
various columns in the press and 
staemens made by various poii- 
ical and nonpolitical figures. I think 
we are all interested in one thing 
and that is facing up to the truth 
and 0 he facs of life from he 
standpoint of national defense. . . 
“Gen. Twining, you spoke very 
feelingly about our defense capa­ 
bilities. While you have not said so, 
I had the feeling as you spoke — 
and most of your discussion was off 
the record—that probably you fear­ 
ed that the United States was be­ 
ing sold short in the eyes of he 
American people and in the eyes of 
the world with respect to our mili­ 
tary prowess. What is your feeling 
about that?” 
“Gen. Twining: We are in a posi- 
tios now, as you say, when we can 
annihilate each other. We must not 
let that ever happen.. . . 
“ We have great strength, we are 
a powerful country and I do not 
think we should downgrade our 
capabilities as a nation to the Rus­ 
sians. That is what gives me cause 
for concern — this downgrading of 
our capability. It looks like we are 
going to get licked every d£y. 
“I am afraid that the public will 
become frightened some day. It 
sometimes appears to me that there 
is an element in the country that 
things, gentlemen, we’d rather be 
Red than be dead.’ It is a serious 
thing. 
“My point is, let us not down­ 
grade our capability at a time when 
we are entering upon negotiations 
which may lead to peace and dis­ 
armament. We want to deal from 
strength. We have terrific strength 
in the military and in our coun­ 
try----- 
“Chairman Mahon:: You have 
confirmed to me your feeling that 
you are deeply disturbed by the 
possibility that we might convince 
the opponents that we do not have 
the fighting strength which you 
think we have. 
“Gen. Twining: That is right. If 
he thinks we are not confident of 
our national ability he may assume 
that here is an open gate for him. 
Similarly, we should not build up 
in our own people this lack of con­ 
fidence in our national capuoility.” 


THE 
FOREGOING 
testimony 
might be well worth taking to heart 
by all political candidates and their 
spokesmen. It seems incredible that 
politicians should think the voters 
could be convinced t h a t Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower has not done 
his utmost to see that the United 
States possesses adequate military 
power to deter an enemy.

Its proudest boast is that 
none of its returns has ever wound 
up in a tax court. 
The two brothers are as adept 
at psychology as they are on the 
U.S. income tax structure. Every 
office is wired with soothing mu­ 
sic, and each client is served with 
free coffee.

Pupils In Their Science Studies

How does a fly manage to stand 
cr walk on the ceiling? 
This is but one of the questions 
whose answers will become visibly 
c'^ar to youngsters in Salem as 
soon as the result of the acquisition 
of a bioscope by each of the five 
public elem entary schools. 
The bioscope, a specially talent­ 
ed first cousin of a miscroscope, 
is an instrum ent which is used as 
an aid in the study of science. Re­ 
cently, elem entary school teachers 
here watched Bernard I. Parker of 
W arren, bioscope factory represen­ 
tative for Ohio, demonstrate the 
use of the instrument.
